There  are  approximately  1 ,200  hotels  and  motels  in 
Alberta.  The  overall  annual  accommodation 
occupancy  rate  in  2006  was  72.0%.  (Source:  Pannell 
Kerr  Forster) 

There  are  over  200  campgrounds  within  Alberta’s 
provincial  parks  and  recreation  areas.  In  addition, 
there  are  28  campgrounds  in  the  National  Parks, 
operated  by  Parks  Canada. 

There  are  approximately  450  privately/municipally 
owned  campgrounds  in  the  province.
